Food conditions are so desperate in 
Britain that there is a literal danger of 
starvation throughout that country. The 
need for food is the greatest anxiety of the 
British cabinet and yet, such is the sharpness 
of the economic crisis, rationing must be 
even stricter in future. 

Despite minor shortages in some items, 
Canada has a superabundance of food. 

There is so much food in this country 
that every week enough is wasted to make | 
an appreciable difference in the British diet. 
Hundreds of tons of foodstuffs could be 
sent abroad from Canadian homes without 
depriving Canadian consumers of anything. 

The Canadian people are aware of these 

facts. And to the best of their ability, 
they are taking steps to do something about 
it. Thousands of Canadians _ regularly 
send food parcels to relatives and friends in 
Britain. Thousands more would send thrse 
parcels regularly if they could afford the in- 
ordinate postage charged by the Canadian 
government for transporting these life- 
saving bundies overseas. Still thousands 
more, who have no friends or relatives in 
Britain, would gladly prepare parcels if 
some arrangement were made to distribute 
them to the neediest persons in the Mother- 
land. 
; The only thing that stands, then, be- 
tween the good-will of the Canadian people 
and the need of the British people is, first, 
an excessive parcel postage rate and, sec- 
ondly, lack of some form of organization to 
distribute parcels overseas. 

The latter should not be difficult to 
arrange. Surely the civic officials of Brit- 
ish towns and cities would be glad to under- 
take the equitable distribution of parcels 
sent without addresses by those Canadians 
who have no specific acquaintances to whom 
to send them. 

And surely, in the name of common 
humanity, the Canadian post office depart- 
ment would be willing to forego some profits 
and carry without charge Canadian food 
parcels to Britain. } 

This is an urgent situation that requires 
immediate action. Service clubs, individuals 
and organizations of all kinds would perform 
a kindly act if they would call to Ottawa's 
attention in the firmest and most emphatic 
way the need for these emergency measures. 


A Show of Strength 

Those who are weary of the efforts of 
Soviet Russia and of self-appointed Soviet 
protagonists to change the course of polit- 
ical evolution in North America will welcome 
the partia! fruition of the movement to enter 
Henry A. Wallace as a candidate for the 
presidency of the United States. 

The sooner this Leftist abscess comes 
to a head, the sooner will a cure be in sight. 
For only a formal show of strength will con- 
vince the Soviet propaganda agencies that 
Communism has never been and will never 
be a substantial issue on this continent 

Mr. Wallace's third party has alread; 
been formed in California. It has been 
ized in Los Angeles by some 300 represent- 
atives of minority groups.

Thus, for the first third of the fiscal 
year, the government has taken 
taxes over a third of a billion dollars more 
than its expenditures. At this rate, the 
federal surplus at the end of the year would 
reach nearly a billion dollars.

to reduce the net national debt, and to mod- | 


erately reduce income taxes. 
Last year was exceptional in producing 


a federal surplus of about $352,000,000 after | 


some tax reductions and bond retirements. 


The amazing revenue for this year so far runs | 


much ahead of last years record. For ex- 
ample, customs duty collections for the first 
four months of the fiscal year beginning 


April 1, 1947, were $100,798,000 compared to | 


$61,018,413 in the same period of 1946. That 


is, forty per cent more was collected so far | 


this year in taxes on imports than for the 
same four months of last year. 


The four months collection of customs | 
duties, excise taxes and excise duties was, in | 


fact, equivalent to a little more than the 
total four months surplus of government of | 
revenues over expenditures.

The Communist manifes- 
to makes the strategy perfectly 
clear: Communists regard them- 
selves, not as something separate 
from the working class movement, 
but as its spearhead. 

“The Communists are ...the most 
advanced and resolute section of 
the working class, that section 
which pushes forward all others.... 
they have the advantage of clearly 
understanding the line of march... 
and the-ultimate general results of 
the proletarian movement.”—Com- 
munist manifesto. 


IF IT WERE PROVABLE that 
Communists plotted the overthrow 
of the government “by force or il- 
legal means,” the party would be 
dissolved as subversive. They do 


not so plot, for the overthrow. of 
| the modern state by external domes- 
tic force is impossible, They plot 
to put into power, in a time of 
crisis and unrest, a government 


subservient to the organized work- | 


ing class and its sympathizers. In 
this government the Communists 
will be the wire-pullers, using a 
“Liberal” congressional majority

Said On Upgrade

OTTAWA.--Although hog mar- 
ketings in eastern Canada for the 
month of July are up some 29.7 per- 
cent over July 1946, this is not an 
indication of a feed panic on the 
part of eastern producers due to 
poor crops in the east and drought 
conditions in the west, L. W. Pear- 
}sall, chairman of the meat board 
| said Tuesday. 

“It is true there has been some 
liquidation of sows in the east due 
| to uncertain feed conditions,” added 
Mr. Pearsall, “but the chief reason 
|for the heavy marketings is that 
production has been up consider- 
|ably over last year. The hogs going 
}on the market are not light hog 
| but heavy finished ones.” 

Mr. Pearsall said that one could 
look for some reduction in pro- 
duction next year due to the feed 
| shortage but even if it fell off 25 
| percent it would still not be be- 
low 1944 production. 

As to western hog marketings, said 
Mr. Pearsall, although July market- 


ings were down 6.7 percent over 
July last year this was only the 
seasonal picture. Actually market- 


ings in the west have been higher 
than last year and a 25-percent in- 
crease over last year's fall market- 
ings is expected 

“The allover estimates indicate 
that fall marketings will be heavier 
|} than last year,” said Mr. Pearsall, 
}“and this is not due to the feed 
| shortage but rather due to price in- 
| creases. We are figuring that the 
| west will have as many hogs next 
year as this.” 

Mr. Pearsall did not minimize 
| the seriousness of the feed shortage 
admitting that many hog producers 
have been “holding off” to see what 
the final situation will be
